Today in Ottawa, S. Bruce Smith, K.C. and R. V. 
MacCosham, in behalf of Edmonton, are presenting to 
the federal cabinet a case for the Yellowhead Route of 
the Trans-Canada Highway which is so strong and 


unanswerable that intelligent men cannot ignore it, 

The case in brief is this: 

1, That the highest elevation of the Vellowhead 
Route is only 3,717 feet as compared with 5,337 on the 
Kicking Horse 4,450 on the Crowsnest 
Route. 

2. That the Yellowhead Route has the

6. That the Yellowhead Route is the central route, 
coming closer to an equidistance between important 
Alberta points than the other roads. 


7. That the Yellowhead Route is vital for military 
purposes since it reaches Vancouver, connects with the 
Alaska Highway and will also connect with the high- 
way to Prince Rupert. 

8. That the Yellowhead Route serves Riding 
Mountain, Prinee Albert, Elk Island and . dasper 
National Parks and five Provincial Parks including 
Mount Robsor. 


9. That the Yellowhead route from Winnipeg to 
the mountains passes through agricultural areas with 
substantial tree growth while the Kicking Horse Route 
runs through fiat prairie country subject to winds and 
dust. 

These arguments are unanswerable because they 
point to the fact that the Yellowhead Route is the one 
upon which nature has conferred all the advantages. 


In vigorously supporting this Yellowhead Route, 
the Mayor of Edmonton is eminently right, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce is eminently right and every organiza- 
tion that lends its support to the project will be right.
